61 Years Old.

last night of pulmonary emphy- 
sema,-a swelling of the lungs, at 
Barnes Hospital. He was 61 years 
old. ee

He Tells. His Parliament

as Imperialistic. | 


MOSCOW, March 29 (AP).—Pre- 
mier-Foreign Commissar Vyache- 
Slav Molotov declared tonight be- 
fore Soviet Russia’s Parliament 
that “our position is neutrality in 
the war” and “the safeguarding of 
our land.” 

Molotov announced this policy at 
the end of a review of foreign af- 
fairs in which he charged that “the 
hopes of the British and French 
rulers to use the Soviet Union in 
War against Germany have been 
frustrated.” 

He asserted that the conflict with 
Finland “was a welcome oppor- 
tunity for a number of imperialist 
States to embark on war against 
the Soviet Union” and mentioned 
the United States and Italy among 
“other imperialist countries” be- 


sides the Allies who sent “military 
aid” to Finland. 


Relations ‘With United States, 


Molotov said Russia’s relations 
with .the United States “have not 
improved of late” but he added they 
“have not become worse unless we 
take into consideration the so-called 
moral embargo against the Soviet 
Union which, now that peace with 
Finland has been concluded, is de- 
void of any significance.” 

He pointed to activity in the Near 
East and warned that countries 
there might be “playing with fire.” 
This was taken as an obvious ref- 
erence to British, French and Tur- 
kish military activity. 

After hearing Molotov, the. Su- 
preme Soviet adjourned until Sun- 
day when it will take up the crea- 
tion of a “Finnish-Karelian union 
republic,” the twelfth Soviet repul- 
lic. Tomorrow is a “free day” and} 
therefore no meeting is scheduled,

‘honors, both here and abroad, in 
recent years for his contributions 
to his special field. His treatise 
on exodontia, published in 1913, was 
the first in its field. 

When the American Dental As 
sociation met here in 1938, Dr. 
Frank W. Rounds of Boston, speak- 
ing at a meeting in honor of the 
twenty-fifth anniversary of the 
publication of Dr. Winter’s book, 
said of him: “Dr. Winter’s name 
is an international synonym for 
exodontia.” 

Dental societies in Europe and 

South America had awarded honor- 
ary memberships to Dr. Winter, as 
had many state societies in Ameri- 
ca. He had been president of both 
the St. Louis and Missouri Dental 
Societies. 
In 1933 Dr. Winter received the 
Jenkins Medal of the Connecticut 
State Medical Society awarded an- 
nually for achievement in dentistry. 
In 1936 he received the medal 
and scroll of the Rhode Island 
State Dental Society. That year, 
as president of the American 
Dental Association, he made a 
widely publicized report at the as- 
sociation’s convention showing that 
Americans had neglected their 
teeth during the depression and 
were just coming back for treat- 
ment. 

Born in Brooklyn, the son of a 
newspaper man, Dr. Winter studied 
dentistry at St. Louis Universitv 
Dental School. A practicing dentist 
since 1900, he taught for a few 
years at St. Louis University, then 
at Washington University School 
of Dentistry, where he was profes- 
sor of exodontia. His office was 
in the Frisco Building. 

Dr. Winter resided at 12 Beverly 
place. Surviving are his wife, Mrs. 
Josephine Winter, and two daugh- 
ters, Miss Jane and Miss Josephine 
Winter.

Government first consulted with 
the Terijoki regime before it went 
ahead to negotiate peace.

Swinging to the south in his 
broad review of foreign affairs, 
Molotov declared: 

“Our Government does not see 
any reason for worsening of re- 
lations there. 

“It is true that in Syria other 
countries are carrying on suspi- 
cious activities but these countries 
are playing with fire. Our rela- 
tions with Turkey and Iran are 
regulated by non-aggression pact.” 

This also is true of Rumania, 
he said. 

“We have not recognized the 
seizure of Bessarabia by Rumania,” 
he said, “but we never demanded 
its return.” 

Bessarabia belonged to Im- 
perial Russia but went to Rumania 
at the end of the World War. 


Relations With Germany. 


He asserted that relations with 
Germany were firm, and in effect 
that they were unsatisfc*tory with 
Britain, France and Japan. 

Britain and France, he. said, 
“wants us to fight Germany in 
order to further their imperialistic 
aims. The VU. 8S. 8S. R. will never 
be a tool of any country.

Turning to the Far East he de- 
clared that “Japan must realize 
that the Soviet Union will not tol- 
erate any violation of her interests.

Judge Davis Sustains De- 
murrer to Indictment of 4 
AFL Carpenters’ — Offi- 
cers in Brewery Case. 


GOVERNMENT TO GO 
TO SUPREME COURT 


Jurist Holds That Labor 
Group Was Within Rights 
in Conduct of Jurisdic- 
tional Strike. 


Demurrers to the indictment re- 
turned by a Federal grand jury 
last November against four officers 
of the AFL carpenters’ union, 
charging them with conspiracy in 
restraint of interstate commerce in 
the prolonged jurisdictional dispute 
between carpenters and machinists 
at the Anheuser-Busch brewery, 
were sustained today by United 
States District Judge Charles B. 
Davis. 

Judge Davis held, in effect, that 
the carpenters’ union had been 
within its rights under the law in 
at-empting to win the jurisdictional 
dispute by calling a strike at the 
plant, picketing and urging a boy- 
cott of Anheuser-Busch beer. He 
found that the indictment did not 
set forth any facts which would 
constitute an illegal restraint of 
trade. 

“The fondant” ‘of tegislation,” he 
stated In a memorandum filed with 
his sechaiea. “has been to coun- 
tenance conduct such as that set 
out in the indictment by providing 
it does not give rise to even a civil 
action. This policy of the law 
inheres in all the relations between 
employer and employe. That which 
does not amount to a civil wrong 


can hardly be characterized as 
criminal.” 


To Go to Supreme Court. 


Judge Davis’ action in sustain- 
ing the demurrers, which he had/, 
had under advisement since last 
month, will lead to an order to 
quash the indictment. Roscoe T. 
Steffen of the Anti-trust Division 
of the Department of Justice, who 
conducted the investigation which 
led to the indictment, said the or- 
der to quash would be appealed 
directly to the United States Su- 
preme Court. 

Named in the indictment were 
William L. Hutcheson of Indian- 
apolis, general president of the 
United Brotherhood of Carpen- 
ters and Joiners and a member 
of the AF'L executive board; George 
C. Ottens of Chicago, general rep- 
resentative of the carpenters’ in- 
ternational; John A. Callahan, for- 
mer secretary of the Carpenters’ 
District Council] of St. Louis, and 
Joseph A. Klein, business repre- 
sentative of the district council 
here, 

In the indictment it was charged 
that the four defendants and oth- 
ers knowingly engaged in a com- 
bination in violation of the Sher- 
man Anti-trust Act, exercising re- 
straints for an unlawful and 
wrongful purpose by strike, pick- 
eting, boycott and other means. 

Interference resulted, it was as- 
serted, with manufacturing and 
sales of the brewery; the construc- 
tion of a $500,000 tank building at 
the brewery by the Borsari Tank 
Corporation; construction of 
$70,000 office building for the Gay- 
lord Container Corporation by the 
L. O. Stocker Co, of St. Louis on 
a site leased from Anheuser- 
Busch, and the general business of 
the Gaylord concern. 


Judge’s Comment. 

Judge Davis’ comment on the in- 
dictment follows, in part. 

“In order to charge the defend- 
ants with the commission of a crime 
under the Sherman Act, the indict- 
ment must not only allege sufficient 
facts to show a conspiracy to cause 
a direct restraint upon interstate 
commerce, as distinguished from a 
remote or incidental restraint, but 
must also show that defendants’ ac- 
tivities were unlawful, outside the 
scope of the legitimate objects and 
means that may be sought and em- 
ployed by labor unions under the 
sanction of the Clayton Act.

MEASURE EXPECTED

Bill to Extend Program for 
Three Years Already ‘Has 
Been Approved by 


House. 


WASHINGTON, March 29 (AP). 
—Administration forces triumphed 
in the eSnate today by defeating 
44 to 41 a bitterly contested effort 
to require Senate ratification of 
future reciprocal trade agreements. 


The close vote represented a 
major victory in the fight for a 
three-year extension of the admin- 
istration’s authority to revise tariffs 
by agreements with other nations. 
The House already has approved 
the extension and rejection of the 
ratification proposal was consid- 
ered an indication that’ the Senate. 
too, would pass the legislation next 
week, 

Secretary of State Hull and oth- 
supporters of reciprocal agreements 
had contended that to require Sen- 
ate ratification would nullify the en- 
tire trade program by subjecting 
it to congressional log-rolling, 

The week-long contest over rati- 
fication had brought the Senate up 
to voting time with the . lineups 
so nearly equal as to make the 
outcome highly uncertain although 
the administration gained ground 
when Senator Schwartz (Dem.), 
Wyoming, announced he would op- 
pose the ratification proposal. 

The ratification proposal, spon- 
sored by Senator Pittman (Dem.), 
Nevada, would have required that 
all future agreements under the 
reciprocal trade law be approved 
by a. two-thirds Senate majority. 

On the Senate floor, Senator Ad- 
ams (Dem.), Colorado, attacked the 
trade program as an unconstitu- 
tional delegation of congressional 
authority to the President. He as- 
serted that Congress had estab- 
lished no definite standards. for 
tariff action by the President in 
drafting the agreements.

102 Persons, Companies, Asso- 
ciations Accused Under 
* Anti-Trust ‘Laws. 


CLEVELAND, March 29 ¢AP).— 
A United States grand jury indict- 
ed 102 persons, companies and as- 
sociations in the plumbing industry 
today for violation of the anti- 


trust: laws. Among those. named 
were the Kohler Co., Crane Co., 
Brunswick-Balke-Collender: Co. and 
the National Association of Mas- 
ter Plumbers of the United States. 

The indictments, latest in a se- 
ries affecting many companies in 
the building industry, named three 
trade associations, 12 manufactur- 
ers, 11 jobbers, six jobbers’ associa- 
tions, an international labor union, 
nine affiliated union locals and 53 
individuals. 

Named as co-conspirators were 
52 manufacturers, 14 jobbers, eight 
jobbers’ associations, 29 master 
plumbers’ associations, six local 
unions and seven individuals. 

A Justice Department statement 
explained, the indictments charged: 
“A conspiracy to establish an un- 
necessary marketing system for the 
sale and distribution of all plumb- 
ing. supplies moving in intesstate 
commerce by fixing artificial and 


non-competitive terms and: condi- 
tions by which such supplies move 
only from manufacturers to job- 
bers, from jobbers to master plumb- 
ers and from master plumbers to 
consumers, each of these groups 
extracting a profit regardless. of 
whether any necessary services are 
performed, 

“The conspiracy is alleged to in- 
clude the boycotting and _ blacklist- 
ing of those who failed or, refused 
to join the conspirators and. to ac-/| 


cept the restrictions imposed by 
them.” 


30 REPORTED KILLED 
N LOUISANA STORY 


Tornado Strikes, Isolated Vil- 
‘lage’ ‘and Demolishes 
Church, ‘Many Homes. 


NAPOLEONVILLE; La., March 
29 (AP).—The Louisiana Light and 
Power Co. received reports here to- 
day that a tornado had struck the 
small settlement of Pierre Part, 20 
miles away, and killed about 30 


persons. 
A. J, Howard, company Official, 
said he received advices that the 


‘tornado struck about 11 a. m. and 
demolished the church and many 
homes in the village, inhabited by 
fishermen. and trappers. 

The reports said that “at least 
30 persons were killed,” and some 
hurt.. Doctors and nurses sped to 
the village from here and from 
Donaldsonville, and ambulances 
were sent from neighboring towns. 

The population of Pierre Part is 
about 600. 

Sheriff Lezin H.. Himel of As- 
sumption parish reported:he had 
been informed between 30 and 40 
were killed: 

The Sheriff said all his deputies 
and “practically all the residents of 
Napoleonville” had reaped to the 
community’s aid. , 

The little settlement is in a re- 
mote. back. section of Assumption 
parish, and .is inhabited by fisher- 
men, shrimpers and oystermen. 
They live in a long line of un- 
painted cabins. 

The town looks out on the broad 
expanse of Lake Verret, and is 
reached only by secondary roads or 
boats. Little wharves of sagging, 
unpainted boards project out into 
the waters in front of the cabins, 
providing mooring places for the 
fishing and work luggers, while 
fishnets dry in the sun.

Confidential Report. 

One of the papers. was labeled a 
confidential report by Count Jerzy 
|Potocki, Polish Ambassador in 
Washington, dated Nov. 21, 1938.

A communique said: 

“German fighting planes in the 
evening, hours of March 28, under 
severest weather conditions, suc- 
cessfully attacked a British con- 
voy in the Shetlands region. 

“The convoy was dispersed. Six 
large merchant ships were hit and 
one ship caught fire. A patrol boat 
sank. All participating planes re- 
turned safely. 

“During the day reconnaissance 
was increased over the North Sea, 
Great Britain and France. Flights 
extended to the Orkney and Shet- 
land Islands. Valuable results were 
obtained, despite hectic defense. 
Two reconnaissance planes failed to 
return from the flight against the 
enemy.” 

In amplification of the com- 
munique, DNB, official German 
news agency, said British pursuit 
planes shot down a German recon- 
naissance plane off Scotland’s north 
coast, while another failed to re- 
turn from a flight over France. 

(The French reported that a 
German plane on a scouting mis- 
sion crashed.) 

DNB announced earlier that the 
German air force had “successfully” 
attacked a French destroyer in the 
English channel. 


British Say One Plane Attacked 
Convoy, but Did No Damage. 

LONDON, March 29 (AP).—The 
British Admiralty said early today 
in a communique: “One enemy 
aircraft attacked one of our con- 
voys in the North Sea yesterday 
evening and dropped five bombs, 
doing no damage.” 

Air Chief Marshal Sir Edgar R. 
Ludlow-Hewitt, who organized the 
British air raid on the German Is- 
land of Sylt last week, was pro- 
moted to Inspector-General of the 
Royal Air Force. 

Reuters, British news agency, re- 
ported from Oslo that owners of the 
8220-ton Norwegian steamer Burgos 
had been informed that the vessel 
was sunk yesterday off the English 
east coast. It said the crew of 32 
was saved. 

The Aberdeen trawler Inverneill 
reported today that it had fought 
off a German plane which dropped 
several bombs and an aerial tor- 
pedo near it last night without 
scoring a direct hit.

Another Potocki Report. 


On Jan. 16, 1939, Potocki again

“Bullitt Verq Emphatic.” 

“Bullitt was very emphatic in 
saying that France must not enter 
into any sort of an agreement with 
Mussolini. 

“For several months the situation 
in France had so improved that 
it could, alone, defeat the Italian 
army and the Italian fleet if Italy 
were to attack unprovoked. 

“He (Bullitt) chararcterized Mus- 
solini’s methods as common gang- 
sterism and blackmail.” 

After Bullitt had returned to 
Paris the Polish Ambassador-there, 
Jules Lukasiewicz, sent a “strictly 
secret” communication to Beck 
dated “February, 1939,” according 
to the file made public here today.

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TURKEY, ALLIES. 
AGREE ON DETAILS 
OF ARMED ACTION 


Ankara Military Quarters 
Report Land, Sea and 
Air Co-operation Worked 
Out at Meeting. 


ANKARA, March 29 (AP).— 
Turkish military quarters today de- 


clared that a full agreement has 
been reached with French and 
British army, navy and air force 
chiefs on plans for three-Power co- 
operation in case war comes to the 
Balkans or Near East.

WASHINGTON, March 29 (AP). 
—President Roosevelt, Secretary 
of State Hull and Urdersecretary 
Sumner Welles surveyed condi- 
tions in Europe for 70 minutes 
again today and once more their 
discussions were cloaked in se- 
crecy. 

After the conference, in the Pres- 
ident’s White House study, Hull 
and Welles walked to the State 
Department across the street, de- 
clining as usual to talk with re- 
porters. 

The White House indicated that 
the rigid rule of secrecy announced 
during the Roosevelt-Welles-Hull 
meeting yesterday still would ‘ap- 
ply unless Roosevelt consented to 
discuss the conversations at a press 
conference late today. 

The only other presidential call- 
er today was Harold Smith, Bud- 
get Director, who was asked to see 
the President, presumably for a 
talk about Government reorganiza- 
tion. 

When the Undersecretary of State 
reported to the President on re- 
turning from abroad yesterday, un- 
usual secrecy surrounded the 90- 
minute conference at the White 


House. Only one other person— 
Secretary of State Hull—was pres 
ent in the second-floor study. 
Stephen Early, presidential sec- 
retary, made this statement to re- 
porters: “I’ve been authorized to 
offer you a word f friendly ad- 
vice, to wit: Not to write your- 
selves out on the end of a limb or to 
attribute what you assume _ the 
President, Mr. Hull and Mr. Welles 
are discussing to any allegedly au- 
thorized or ‘unimpeachable or §re- 
liable sources, or to friends close 
to the President or to the Secretary

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Germany a number of unpleasant 
surprises during the spring and 
summer months were taken at the 
sixth meeting of the Allied Supreme 
War Council in London yesterday. 

’ The nature of these surprises re- 
mains a secret for the present, but 
the tone of the conclusions reached 
by. the Allied statesmen may be 
roughly summarized as follows: 

1, The British and French Gov- 
ernments do not intend to embark 
on costly offensive before they are 
fully able to pay the price, just in 
order to satisfy the public clamor 
for action. 

2. They do feel, however, that, as 
the London Times puts it this 
morning, they must get a “fresh 
start” in the war by inflicting vari- 
ous kinds of punishment on Ger- 
many from a number of new di- 
rections, and they have decided to 
do this at the earliest opportunity. 

8. They are intensely dissatisfied 
with the attitude of the various 
neutral nations, and particularly 
with Russia. Consequently, they 
intend to follow a firm policy to- 
ward the Soviet Union in an effort 
to show the Kremlin that its con- 
tinued co-operation with Germany 
on the present scale cannot be tol- 
erated. Their policy toward the 
Soviet Union, however, appears to 
be “firm” rather than openly ag- 
gressive. 

Russian Maneuvers. 

Russia, it can now be disclosed, 
has attempted to forestall the adop- 
tion of a more aggressive policy 
toward itself by offering, through 
Ivan M, Maisky, Soviet Ambassador 
to London, to open negotiations for 
a trade agreement with Great 
Britain. This offer was made by 
Maisky three days ago, when he 
called on Viscount Halifax, British 
Foreign Secretary. Britain’s an- 
swer has been delayed pending the 
conclusions from yesterday’s con- 
versations with the French. 

4. The attitude of the Allies to- 
ward Italy appears to be one of 
watchful waiting. It is denied that 
the French are about to open an 
active campaign for Italian friend- 
ship by sending former Premier 
Pierre Laval to Rome, but an effort 
will be made to remain on friendly 
terms with Italy for the time be- 
ing. If, as time goes on, Italy 
proves to be excessively useful as 
a purveyor of goods to Germany, 


or as a neutral diplomatic tool for 
FPuehrer Adolf Hitler, then the 
Italians may be made to answer 
for it. 

5. Both the Balkans and Scandi- 
navia must be saved from Nagi po- 
litical or economic domination and 
must not continue to disrupt the 

war by allowing the Ger- 
mans to take advantage of their 
neutral rights. Norway, whose ter- 
ritoria] waters have been used as 
a “covered way” for German ore 
ships operating between Narvik 
(Norway) and North German ports, 
is on the mat and will have to move 
carefully. It is insinuated by Lon- 
don newspapers, but is not openly 
admitted by official circles, that 
the Allies intend to take drastic 
action to prevent Germany from 
continuing to use Norwegian ter- 
ritorial waters. 

The Times’ Comment. 

Commenting on yesterday’s meet- 
ing, the Times agrees with neutral 
observers in regarding its decisions 
as the inevitable answer to the de- 
mand for more action by the British 
and French people themselves, and 
expresses the opinion that the de- 
cisions will satisfy the proponents 
of a more vigorous war. “There 
may be a critical day on April 9, 
when foreign affairs are to be dis- 
cussed in the French Senate,” it 
says. “There is likely to be even 
stronger objection there than in 
the chamber to the inclusion of the 
Socialists in the Cabinet. Much 
may depend upon whether, between 
now and then (French Premier 
Paul) Reynaud can convince the 
country that the change of Gov- 
ernment means a real change in 
the conduct of the war, more fore 
sight and energy, and less waiting 
upon German initiative. All doubts 
upon this head are likely to be re- 
moved when yesterday's decision 
of the Supreme War Council are 
made known and, still more, when 
they are put into effect.” 

It is insisted that the decisions 
taken by yesterday’s council will 
remain in force and be put into ex- 
ecution, no matter what may befall 
the present French Cabinet. Con- 
sultations between the French and 
British Governments are now ex- 
pected to be more frequent than 
in the past, it is indicated, and plans 
already are being made for a visit 
to London by members of the pres- 
ent Reynaud Cabinet who were not 
here for yesterday's meeting.

FEDERAL MEN HEARD 
ON SMOKE PROGRAM 


Discuss With Committee Effect 
of Prices on Consumer 
Under Ordinance. 


Two members of the Interior De- 
partment’s consumer counsel divi- 
sion met with the St. Louis Smoke 
Elimination Committee today to 
discuss the entire smoke elimina- 
tion program and especially how 
coal prices uncer the new ordi- 
nance, if passed, will affect the 
consumer. 

Alderman Emmett Golden, floor 
leader of the Board of Aldermen, 
announced that the smoke bill will 
be taken up for consideration by 
the board on April 8 if it has been 
approved by then by the Public 
Safety Commitee. The committee 
meets next Tuesday. 

If the bill is not presented to the 

board by April 8 it will die at this 
session of the board, since that is 
its last meeting of the current fis- 
cal year. It would then have to be 
reintroduced at the next session, 
starting April 16. 
Meeting with Ben W. Lewis and 
George Bronz of the Interior De- 
partment today were Mayor Dick- 
mann, Smoke Commissioner Ray- 
mond R, Tucker, and committee 
members James L. Ford Jr., John 
B. Sullivan, Kelton E. White and 
Dr. Alphonse McMahon. 

After a 40-minute session, 
Bronz told reporters that actual 
prices had not been discussed. He 
said the Interior Department’s sole 
concern was to work for the sta- 
bilization of coal prices generally 
throughout the country. 

In response to a question as to 
whether the department would seek 
to establish low prices for St. Louis 
consumers, Bronz said that was 
outside the department’s jurisdic- 
tiorf. 

He said that since St. Louis had 
the largest per capita. coal con- 
sumption of any city with the ex- 
ception of Chicago, this was a 
good place to make a study of the 
stabilization of coal prices, 

Gaston DuBois, vice-president of 
Monsanto Chemical Co. and a mem- 
ber of the Smoke Elimination Com- 
mittee, told 350 members of the St. 
Louis Forward Club last night at 
the Fairgrounds Hotel that the 
smoke problem can be solved. 

“If we can rid St. Louis of smoke 
in three years,” he said, “I think 
we will have done a good job, and 
I see no reason why it cannot be 
done.” 

A resolution supporting the 
smoke bill. pending before the 
Board of Aldermen was adopted at 
the meeting.

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CITY INSTITUTION 
UPKEEP 1S URGED 


and Finds Improvement 
Contemplated. 


Establishment of a central main- 
tenance department by the city to 
provide more efficient and econorhi- 
cal upkeep of municipal institu- 
tions was recommended by the 
February term grand jury today 
in the section of its report to Cir- 
cuit Judge Ernest F. Oakley, deal- 
ing with conditions at these institu- 
tions. 

The report states that. this rec- 
ommendation was made to Mayor 
Bernard F,. Dickmann and mem- 
bers of his cabinet at a conference 
last week. “Such a department, we 
found, was ‘already in contempla- 
tion by the city administration and 
we heartily favor its early installa- 
tion,” members of the jury said. 

In its survey of city institutions 
the jury found that “many much- 
needed changes and improvements” 
suggested by previous grand juries 
had been carried out and fhat 
“progress is being made along these 
lines insofar’ as revenue is avail- 
able.” 

Among specific conditions which 
still require attention, the jury said, 
is the shortage of nurses at.City 
Hospitai, The report stated that 
only 40 to 42 trained nurses now 
are on duty at a time, although 
about 70 are needed. 

The jury also criticised lack of 
pasteurization equipment for milk 
used at Bellefontaine Farms, and 
overcrowding at St. Louis Training 
School. It reported that need for 
reconstruction and repairs still ex- 
isted at the Isolation Hospital and 
City Infirmary. 

Overcrowding at City Sanitarium, 
which has been commented on by 
previous. grand juries, is being re- 
lieved by a plan worked out by 
city and State officials under which 
10 new patients a week are trans- 
ferred to State hospitals, the jury 
found. 

Working conditions and wages of 
employes at the sanitarium were 
found still substandard by the jury, 
which urged that a careful study 
be made to reduce hours and in- 
erease wages. To meet the stand- 
ards of the Wage and Hour Act, 
it was stated, the city would have 
to spend $60,000 to $70,000 more 
annually at the sanitarium alone 
and about $750,000 more a year for 
all institutions. 


Postponement of Perjury 
Case Granted After Util- 
ity Man’s Attorneys Con- 
fer With Blanton. 


Trial of Frank J. Boehm, for- 
mer executive vice-president of 
Union Electric Co. of Missouri, on 
an indictment charging perjury, 
was reset for June 17 by United 
States District Judge George H. 
Moore today, following a conference 
of Boehm’s a'torneys with United 
States Attorney Harry C. Blanton 
ang Herbert 8. French, an attorney 
for the Securities and Exchange 
Commission. - The case previously 
had been set for April 2y. 

Lawyers representing Boehm in 
the conference were Brien McMa- 
hon and Walter E. Gallagher of 
Washington, John S. Leahy and 
Abraham Lowenhaupt of St. Louis 
and Carol I. Stickler of Chicago. 

Procedure Discussed. 

McMahon and Blanton said to 
reporters that the only matter dis- 
cussed at the conference was the 
procedure in the Boehm perjury 
case. Before the conference Leahy 
and McMahon appeared before 
Judge Moore and asked for post- 
ponement of the trial, and Judge 
Moore informed them he would not 
rule on the request until Blanton 
was present. 

After the conference Boehm’s at- 
torneys! went with Blanton into 
Judge Moore’s court and repeated 
their request. Blanton said he 
would insist on early trial, but 
agreed to the June 17 date. De- 
femse counsel were given until April 
26 to file pleadings. 

McMahon also informed the court 
that he would file later today a 
motion to require production of 
the transcript of Boehm’s testimony 
before examiners for the SEC, in 
which, it is charged in the indict- 
ment, he committed perjury on five 
separate occasions, and that the 
defense be permitted to copy the 
testimony. Blanton said he would 
oppose this request, and Judge 
Moore said he would hear argu- 
ments on the motion May 10. 

Boehm’s testimony was given in 
connection with the SEC’s sweep- 
ing investigation of business prac- 
tices and political activities of 
Union Electric Co. 

Washington Conferences. 

Earlier conferences in Washing- 
ton between McMahon and repre- 
sentatives of the Department of 
Justice and the SEC were said to 
have concerned possible informa-

Woman Witness Heard. 

An unusual feminine touch enliv- 
ened the committee hearing when 
Mrs. Dorothy Rose Blumberg, 
a tiny, smiling brunette, was 
called as a witness. She identified 
herself as the wife of Dr. Alfred 
E. Blumberg of Baltimore, secre- 
tary of the Communist Party for 
Marviand and the District of Co- 
lumbia. 

Mrs. Blumberg wore a green felt 
hat with ribbons at the back and 
a tweed coat of black and white 
checks. She was accompanied by 
an attorney, Leo Alpert of Balti- 
more, who objected at once, on the 
ground of unlawful seizure, with- 
out a search warrant, to the in- 
troduction of evidence taken in a 
raid by committee investigators last 
night upon the party’s Baltimore 
headquarters. 

The witness said she is not a 
party officer, but helps her husband 
at times with typing, mimeograph- 
ing and answering telephones.

Publication of notices that An- 
heuser-Busch was unfair to organ- 
ized labor and requests:to with- 
draw patronage from the products 
of that company was a direct boy- 
cott, lawfully carried out. No sec- 
ondary boycott of customers pur- 
chasing the company’s products is 
disclosed. 

“The Government contends, how- 
ever, that the purpose behind de- 
fendants’ acts was unlawful, and 
that a ‘jurisdictional strike’ cannot 
be justified, however lawful the 
means, 

“Whatever rule may be adopted 
in the various states, labor unions 
engaging in jurisdictional strikes 
are immune from suit in the Fed- 
eral courts, so long as lawful means 
are employed, under the provisions 
of the Norris-LaGuardia Act of 
1932, enlarging the scope of Sec- 
tion 20 of the Clayton Act.”

DEWEY CHARGES: 
BRAZEN ABUSE OF 
WPA IN ELECTIONS 


In Speech at Chicago He 
Denounces New Deal for 
‘Calendar of Unpunished 


rime. 


CHICAGO, March 29 (AP). — 
Thomas E. Dewey carried his cam- 
paign for the Republican presiden- 
tial nomination to the Chicago Sta- 
dium last night, witha declaration 
that the New Deal’s record of WPA 
administration during recent elec- 
tions constituted “a calendar of 


unpunished crimes.” 
“It is a story of men and women 


shaken down for contributions for 


political campaigns, thrown on relief 
and off relief, to meet the election 
needs of a power-hungry adminis- 
tration.” he asserted. “Under the 
threat of loss of desperately needed 
aid, tribute was exacted. That trib- 
ute was paid in food out of the 
mouth of hungry men, women and 
hildren. 

“It is a calendar of unpunished 
crime—broken covenants, disloyal- 
ty to the Constitution, abuse of 
power, intimidation, coercion, ex- 
tortion and larceny—all committed 
against the underprivileged and 
helpless unemployed... . Never 
before has an American political 
party descended to such brazen 
abuse of the needy.” 

Edward F. Moore, chairman of 
the Cook County Republican Cen- 
tral Committee, who presided, esti- 
mated 20,000 persons attended the 
rally. 

In his prepared indictment, the 
New York prosecutor contended 
that the “shame of the New Deal 
is spread from coast to coast” in 
general, and said that a Senate 
committee had uncovered “abuses” 
in Kentucky, Pennsylvania, Illinois, 
Arkansas and other states. 


Kelly-Nash and Tammany. 


Dewey, who is unopposed in the 
April 9 Illinois presidential prefer- 
ence primary, also denounced the 
Chicago Democratic organization. 

“Your New Deal Kelly-Nash ma- 
chine is running a close race with 
our own mangy tiger down in Tam- 
many Hall to see which is the low- 

- est form of political life,” he said. 
“Today the people of Illinois are 
aroused. That is promise that this 
year your great State will over- 
throw the rule of a corrupt political 
machine.” 

Viewing the WPA from a nation- 
al perspective, Dewey stated that, 
during the four months before the 
1936 election, private employment 
increased by more than 1,000,000 
men, but 300,000 were added 
WPA rolls and the WPA payroll 
was hiked from $122,000,000 to $137,- 
500,000 a month. The month after 
the vote, he added, 300,000 were 
dropped. 

During the four months preced- 
ing the 1938 elections, he said, pri- 
vate industry hired more than 
1,000,000 workers, but the WPA add- 
ed 327,000 men to its rolls and the 
WPA payroll was boosted from 
$151,000,000 to $172,000,000 a month. 


“Fifty Billion Dollars.” 


“As a reward for the things I 
have discussed tonight, the Presi- 
dent elevated Harry Hopkins (for- 
mer WPA chief) to the Cabinet of 
the United States,” Dewey declared, 
adding: “Is it any wonder that 
many a political veteran has been 
heard to say: ‘You can’t beat five 
billion dollars!’? 

“But you can beat five billion 
dollars. The American electorate 
is not for sale. Once they know 
the shameless corruption that is 
going on behind the smiling visage 
of the New Deal, they can beat 5 
billion dollars.” 

Dewey said that three weeks be- 
fore the 1938 primary in Illinois 
450 men were hired for “road con- 
struction work” and were “used by 
the New Deal machine.” 

“Every one of those 450 men 
had his card signed by Charles 
Schwartz, campaign manager in 
the primary contest,” he averred. 
“A total of $23,268 was taken from 
relief of the needy and put to what 
the (Senate; committee itself 
branded as a ‘misuse of Federal 
aid road funds.’ 

“The law calls that grand lar-| 
ceny,” he commented, “but, of 
course, nobody went to jail. That’s 
not even petit larceny under the 
New Deal.”

—Representative Patman (Dem.), 
Texas, estimated todey that his 
bill to tax interstate chain stores 
would raise “from $10,000,000 to 
$15,000,000” annually and “greatly 
stimulate recovery.” — 

Patman made the statement 
during hearings before a House 
Ways and Means Subcommittee. 

In addition to the direct reve- 
nue, he said, “the bill would en- 
able local people to go into busi- 
ness, make money and pay income 
tax on it.” 

“If your bill became law, would 
the depression stop?” Representa- 
tive McCormack (Dem.), Massa- 
chusetts, asked. 

“Not immediately,” Patman re- 
plied. “I'll say -this, if this law 
had been passed two years ago 
we'd be having good times today. 
It will greatly stimulate recov- 


When the witness said that in- 
terstate chain stores were one of 
the causes of the depression, Mc- 
Cormack said he had not heard that 
reason before. 

Patman would impose on chain 
stores a graduated scale of taxes 
ranging from $25 for each unit 
above 15 to $500 a store for more 
than 500 units. 

He said that normally independ- 
ent retail associations of stores, 
providing the stores are individual- 
ly owned, would be exempt. He 
said, too, that automobile agencies 
would come under the bill if the 
manufacturer controlled those “lo- 
cal” businesses. 

Bill Called Invalid. 

The staff of the joint congression- 
al Committee on Internal Revenue 
Taxation asserted in a brief yester- 
day that the Patman bill was un- 
constitutional. This was disputed 
by Patman. 

The ‘aff, composed of lawyers 
and tax experts who advise Senate 
and House tax-writing committees, 
said the measure violated the con- 
stitutional bar against depriving 
persons of property “without due 
process of law.” 

They contended, too, that it was 
contrary to the constitutional re- 
quirement that taxation be uni- 
form. 

The brief was filed at a Ways 
and Means subcommittee hearing 
during testimony by Patman. Pat- 
Man agreed with Representative 
Crowther (Rep.), New York, that 
the legislation would mean “de- 
struction” of some large interstate 
chains, but contended those  in- 
stances would be the exception 
rather than the rule. 

Crowther said that the Great At- 
lantic & Pacific Tea Co., which he 
reported had a net income of $9,- 
000,000 in 1938, would have to pay 
$261,000,000 taxes under the meas- 
ure. 

The joint committee, devoting its 
attention chiefly to the multiplica- 
tion proviso, implied that elimina- 
tion of that provision would re- 
move its main objection to the bill. 

Colin F, Stam, chief of the joint 
committee staff, said the opinion 


was requested by the Ways and 
Means Subcommittee and that sim- 
ilar opinions were asked of the 
Treasury legal staff and the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission. 


the joint committee's stand. 


“I’m so convinced, after talks 
with Government lawyers, that this 
thing is constitutional,” he said, 
“that I .wouldn’t want: it upset 
without consulting the highest au- 
thority.” 

The joint committee based its 
contention that the bill violates the 
“due process” clause of the Consti- 
tution on a 1933 Supreme Court de- 
cision invalidating a Florida chain 
store law which levied higher taxes 
on chains which , Crossed county 
lines. 

“Those. iii » . « Which in- 
crease the tax if the owner’s stores 
are located in more than one coun- 
ty,” the court was quoted as say- 
ing, “are unreasonable and arbi- 
trary and violate the guaranties (of 
the due process provision).” 

Likewise, the committee said, “it 
would seem ¢lear that the (multi- 
plication) provisions .. . would not 
operate uniformly on chain stores 
wherever found.” 

For instance, the brief asserted, 
a chain with 50 stores in one state 
would pay a different tax from a 
chain with 50 stores in several 
states. 

“The fact that state borders must 
be taken into account before the 
tax can be computed,” it contin- 
ued, “would, it would seem, clearly 
violate the uniformity ro 

ment.” 

The brief was prepared before 
Patman served notice on the sub- 
committee that he wished to revise 
the bill so as to scale down the 
taxes. 

Original Provisions. 

Under its original provisions, the 
bill would levy taxes of $50 each on 
chains of 10 or more units to $1000 
on units above 1000. The multipli- 
cation by states provision would re- 
main unchanged. 

On.the basis of these provisions, 
which Crowther said were roughly 
double the proposed revisions, the 
joint committee figured that the 
Great Atlantic & Pacific Tea Co., 
operating in 40 states, would pay 
$523,620,000 on its 13,300 stores. It 
estimated that on the basis of a 
$9,000,000 net income in 1938, the 
A. & P. chain would have to pay 
a tax of 5742 per cent of its in- 
come. 

Stil using the old rates, the 
joint committee calculated that the 
American Stores Co., operating in 
eastern seaboard states, would have 
to pay 30,631 per cent of its in- 
come in Patman taxes on 2416 
stores. The committee gave Amer- 
ican’s 1938 net income as $57,627 
and the proposed tax as $17,652,000. 

It said that if the bill became 
law as originally written, 20 large 
chains would be required to con- 
tribute to Federal revenues an 
amount equal to 18.13 per cent of 
all the revenue collected by the 


Federal Government in 1939.

expatriated Englishman whose fame already has spread to America 
—Lord Haw-Haw of the suave, nasal voice and the impeccable Oxford 


accent. 

Despite his prominence and his 
wide British public, Lord Haw-Haw 
remains a mystery. He was first 
tentatively identified as Norman 
Raillie-Stewart, the British “officer 
in the Tower,” once imprisoned for 
selling military secrets to a foreign 
Power. A month ago, the British 
said they identified him as William 
Joyce, a scar-faced British Fascist 
who fled to Germany just before 
the outbreak of the war. 


A Joke at First. 

'® when Haw-Haw began broadcast- 

> to Britain, he was regarded as 
a figure of fun. Caricatured in 
Punch, lampooned in the daily press 
-which gave him his nickname— 
Haw-Haw was for some time John 
Bull's favorite joke. In their homes, 
in hotel lounges, in pubs, Britons 
tuned in Haw-Haw for a good 
ugh. A book written about him 
became a best seller overnight, and 
Englishmen hummed a tune ‘with 
the punch line: “Haw-Haw' Let's 
have a darn’ good laugh!”

Attack on “Money Lords.” 


Recently, the Princeton Listening 


Center heard Lord Haw-Haw sum 
up one of his most important ar- 
guments, thus: “England is in the 


hands of a little group of money 


lords. It is an elaborate system 
of make-believe under which you 


Englishmen have the illusion that 


you are choosing your govern- 
ment.” 

“Do men like Churchill, Camrose, 
Rothermore have at heart the well- 
being of the people of England?” 
Lord Haw-Haw asked. “It was not 
your peace that Mr. Chamberlain 
was thinking about. Still less is 
this your war. It is being fought 
by your ruling classes as their last 
chance of keeping the power of 
money in their hands. They must 
win so that their system, built on 
usury and exploitation, may con- 
tinue.” 

“But,” Haw-Haw went on, “if 
they win, you lose, and conditions 
in England will be even worse than 
they were before the war. Victory 
would have to beepaid for, and it 
will be you who will have to pay 
for it. If they don’t win they tell 
you, England will be destroyed. 
They mean that they and their sys- 
tem of money power will be fin- 
ished.” 

Should the English masses and 
particularly English labor groups 
take control, “then there will be a 
chance for a young generation in 
England to build a new system. 
Now You are fighting for your 
ruling classes. The British finan- 
cial spider is deliberately, desper- 
ately, trying to spin its web, using 
for its thread your bodies and your 
blood!” 


“England Can’t Win.” 


Although the condition of Brit- 
ain is Haw-Haw’s principal theme, 
says the Center, it is by no means 
his only one. He takes care to re- 
mark that “England has no chance 
of winning this war.” He tells the 
English that they have been de- 
luded if they think there is any 
hope of revolution in Germany. 
“The chances of a revolution in 
Germany,” he observes, “are abso- 
lutely nil. Nowhere can a defeatist 
spirit be observed.” He asserts 
that “the German system of war 
economy is the one which works 
most smoothly,” and notifies his 
British listeners that “Germany is 
building war planes and subma- 
rines at a terrific rate.” 

The British Empire also comes 
in for its share of knocks. Haw- 
Haw catchingly denounces “English 
craft and Jewish graft” in Pale- 


stine, and recalls how “Boer wom- 
en and children were left to starve 
and die of fever in concentration 
camps invented by Britain.” Nor 
does Haw-Haw disdain an up-to- 
date atrocity story. Quite recent- 
ly, he reported that three inhab- 
itants of the British-owned island 
of Cyprus had been shot for refus- 


ing to fight on the Maginot line. 


Haw-Haw in Skits. 

Haw-Haw, in addition to his du- 
ties as news announcer and com- 
mentator, appears at the micro- 
phone in a variety of dramatic 
roles. He is one of the two Or- 
pingtons—“old boys of the old 
school”—in a skit which occasion- 
ally appears to enliven British eve- 
nings at the radio. 
Smith, a broadly-drawn caricature 
of a member of the British ruling 
classes, in the series, “Schmidt and 
Smith.”

Inequality in Hatch Law Illustrated by 
Stark-Milligan ‘Contest for Senate—De- 
fect Would Be Repaired in Part by Pass- 
age of Pending Bill. 


WASHINGTON, March 29. 


NE way in which the Hatch 
Qe works out in practice is 

seen in the resignation ‘this 
week of Maurice M. Milligan of 
Kansas City as United States At- 
torney for the Western Missouri 
District. 

Mr. Milligan intends to run for 
the Democratic nomination for the 
Senate and will make his announce- 
ment to that effect soon after the 
effective date of his resignation, 
April 5. The Hatch law says that 
Federal office holders, except those 
in policy-making positions, may not 
engage actively in politics; hence 
Mr. Milligan leaves his Federal 
post. 

This is all to the good. 

The Missouri situation illustrates, 
however, a certain inequality in the 
effects of the Hatch law. In order 
to prosecute a legitimate ambition 
to rise to the Senate, Mr. Milligan 
must give up his Federal salary and 
divest himself of whatever influ- 
ence might accrue to him from the 
possession of a Federal office. This, 
to repeat, is a salutary result and 
the law which brings it about 
ought not to be disturbed. The in- 
equality consists in the fact that 
Mr. Milligan, running as a private 
citizen and@ without benefit of such 
active support as might come to 
him from federally paid allies, must 
go up against a candidate, in Gov. 
Lloyd C. Stark, who heads and pre- 
sumptively will have the support 
of a body of State employes against’ 
whose political activities no ban 
has been laid. 


2 * . 

There is certainly no intention 
here to take sides as between Mr. 
Milligan and Gov. Stark, or to sug- 
gest that the Governor is guilty 
of any political impropriety He 
simply happems to be the bene- 
-clary of a yawning gap in the 
Hatch Act. It may be that this 
fact will ‘ove to be of small im- 
portance in the Missouri campaign. 
The point is that the gap exists and 
that in other contests, if not in 
this, it may have a determining ef- 
fect. The Missouri case shows the 
possibilities. 


The omissions in the Hatch Actif 


cannot be wholly repaired by Con- 
gress, for there is no constitutional 
way in which the restrictions of the 
Act can be extended’ to all state 
and local employes. They can, 
however, be extended to @ very con- 
siderable number—those employes, 
namely, who receive part of their 
pay from Federal funds. The pend- 
ing Hatch bill, now in the Judiciary 
Committee of the House after pas- 
sage by the Senate, proposes. to 
close the gap to this extent. 

The bill ought to be passed. By 
taking out of the active political 
field the employes of such federally 
supported agencies as the State 
Highway and Social Security De- 
partments, the bill would go a long 
way toward overcoming the ad- 
vantages enjoyed by the respective 
Statehouse machines under the 
law as it now stands.

Mr. Milligan’s entrance into the 
Senatorial ._primary contest will 
provide Missouri with a battle 
royal.

It is ex- 
pected that for some weeks after 
its inauguration the Government 
will be engrossed in reorganizing 
administration, making laws and is- 
suing manifestos. It is certain that 
treaties between China and other 
Powers will be examined and, in 
the course of time, revised or dis- 
owned.

N all fronts but the diplomatic 

the past week has been the dull- 

est of the war since last No- 
vember. As usual in such cases, 
the lack of news has been compen- 
sated by a. crop of rumors. It is 
a fine crop and arouses the suspi- 
cion that the various propaganda 
departments are afraid they will 
lose their neutral audiences unless 
they furnish them with stories to 
make the eyes pop out of their 
heads. But most of these stories 
contain their own corrections tf 
the reader knows where to look for 
them. 

For instance, there was the story 
from a Norwegian sea captain of 
encountering a fleet of German sub- 
marines and being told by the cap- 
tain of one that submarines would 
soon be as common as fishing boats 
in the North Sea. This apparently 
ties in with reports of enormous 
numbers of small German subma- 
rines being built on an assembly 
line. But it contains dubius ele- 
ments. 


U-Boat a Lone Wolf. 


How many submarines in a 
“fleet”? - The Norwegian captain 
did not say. But even three, the 
smallest number that might be 
called a fleet, would be a lot of sub- 
marines to find in one piace unless 
that place were a German harbor. 
The submarine is necessarily a lone 
wolf. It is excessively vulnerable 
to attack by small patrol vessels, 
and it is rather less trouble for 
these patrol vessels to find three 
submarines than to find one. 

Perhaps the Norwegian did see 
a submarine and talk with its 
commander; but the. chances are 
that the incident has received a 
lot of embroidery somewhere along 
the line. 

Next comes, a circumstantial tale 
from Scotland, where a_ school 
teacher walking along a road 


found an object that looked like 


an airplane bomb. Investigation, 


said the dispatch, showed it to be 
an altogether new type of projec- 
tile; something that would be an 
airplane bomb when dropped on 
anything, but in the water would 
run like a torpedo, and in the 
event that it hit nothing as a tor- 
pedo, would’ become a mine, Prob- 
ably it was Hitler’s “secret weap- 
on.” : 


Exploding a Story. 


Now this would be a wonderful 
thing if it existed, as useful as the 
patent medicines of a generation 
ago, that would cure anything 
from tuberculosis to housemaid’s 
knee. But an airplane bomb to be 
effective against ships needs an 
extremely sensitive detonator, one 
that will cause it to explode the 
minute it touches anything, even 
water. But a torpedo requires 
quite an insensitive detonato-, 
which will let the thing go off 
only on a good hard thump against 
a ship. As for combining torpedo 
and mine, the former requires 
complicated motor to drive it 
through the water and a gyro- 
scope to maintain it on its course. 
The mine needs a heavy anchor 
box to keep it in position-and a 
cable running up from the box. 
By the time the clashing mechan- 
ical requirements were met in a 
single mechanism there would be 
no room for the explosive. The 
teacher was romancing; or some- 
body along the line was. 

Perhaps the strangest of all is 
the tale of a submarine base be- 
ing established on Possiet Bay in 
Siberia with the help of German 
engineers, for future operations 
against British ships. The subma- 
rines for the base, according to the 
story, were more small German- 
designed craft, being shipped over 
the Trans-Siberian Railroad in 
knock-down form. 

It may be that the Russians are 
setting up a submarine base on

Nazis to Spare

Assurance Given At- 
tache in Berlin U.

WASHINGTON, March 29 (AP). 
IGH officials of the German 
Navy, it was disclosed last night, 
have given asurances to the

The assurances followed the lines 
of a radio broadcast by Admiral 
Raeder, chief of the German Navy, 
on March 4. 

Admiral Raeder said, “Germany 
wishes to promote the objectives 
of the American policy of neutrali- 
ty. She respects those aims. The 
German Navy will be guided by the 
principle to do its very best to 
show every possible consideration 
to American vessels wherever they 
may be.” 

A State Department official said 
last night no assurances had been 
conveyed to the department by the 
German Embassy here. 


GEN. GAMELIN IN ENGLAND, 
INSPECTS CANADIAN TROOPS 


ALDERSHOT, England, March 29 


(AP).—Gen. Maurice Gustave Game- 
lin, French Comander-in-Chief of 
the Allied armies, and Sir Edmuad 
Ironside, chief of the British im- 
perial general staff, today inspected 
combat units of the First Canadian 
division here during field maneuv- 
ers under wartime conditions and 
on the parade ground. 

To such airs as “The Maple Leaf 
Forever” and “The British Grena- 
.diers,” Gamelin and ‘ronside re- 
viewed two regiments of Canadian 
artillery and infantry on Aldershot’s 
famed drill square. The generals 
then followed the Canadians in 
maneuvers over a wooded hillside 
that had ben converted into a no- 
man’s-land.

It is.a merry row the Governor and Senator are 
engaged in for control of the Missouri delegation to 

e Chicago convention. It has got under the Sen- 
ator’s skin. Not so long ago, the Senator was Mis- 
souri’s No. 1 Democrat, with Bennett Clark buttons 
adorning so many Republican lapels. There wasn't 
a rival in sight. As Governor, Stark was moving 
along the beaten path of colorless regularity. 

But that summer afternoon at Colorado Springs 
changed everything. When Lloyd Stark stopped off, 
on his return from Alaska, to call on Tom Pender- 
gast and tell him he wculd not reappoint R. Emmet 
O’Malley as Superintendent of Insurance, history 
began to hum.

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WALTER DAMROSCH AT 78. 

Although he is 78 years old and one of the great 
figures of American music, Walter Damrosch began 
a new career the other night on the stage of New 
York’s Town Hall, scene of the trial flights of so 
many musical tyros. Famed as a conductor and 
composer, he sought new laurels as a pianist. 

A piano program is a formidable undertaking for a 
man well beyond the allotted three score years and 
ten. Fingers then are not so nimble as once they 
were. So one can only wish Damrosch well, and 
cock a not too critical ear when he plays. 

Whether he scores new triumphs or not, his posi- 
‘tion is secure. At 23—when his father died—he took 
over the baton, not only of the Metropolitan Opera, 
but also of the Oratorio Society and the New York 
Symphony Society. Later he organized his own 
opera company and toured the country, doing much 
to popularize Wagner. A man of wide tastes, he also 
conducted such notable first American performances 
as those of Ravel’s “Daphnis and Chloe,” Brahms’ 
Fourth, Sibelius’ Fourth and the supremely beauti- 
ful Fifth and Sixth symphonies of Tschaikowsky. 

Damrosch also found time to devote to composition, 
writing songs, including the popular “Danny Deever,” 
as well as such operas as “The Scarlet Letter” and 
“The Man Without a Coyntry,” the first major vehicle 
for the St. Louis singer, Helen Traubel. 

There are those, of course, who will point out 
that the Damrosch operas were not exactly written 
for the ages, and that, even as a conductor, their 
composer fell short of genius. Yet there was one

He has played 
literally thousands of compositions for his young 
listeners, and explained them all with a graciousness 
and a clarity that must have had much to do with the 
current revival of interest in symphony music.

ANOTHER TOMBSTONE FOR. ECONOMY. 

The House of Representatives with a brave fanfare 
a few short weeks ago set itself to the task of outdo- 
ing even the impulse for economy that struck Presi- 
dent Roosevelt when he came face to face with the 
national debt limit. Now it has decided to stop its 
play-acting and be its geherous, lavish, election-year 
self. F 

Yesterday it passed.a $1;021,639,700 Labor-Social 
Security appropriation bill—a mere $55,651,058 more 
than was requested by the President. Only the Na- 
tional Labor Relations. Board and the Wage-Hour 
Division allocations were reduced, and thosé reduc- 
tions were, of course, more than absorbéd by the 
largess scattered to other quarters. 

There is no desire here at the moment to weigh 
the need for this money, but only to maryel at the 
new frankness of the Representatives. When the farm 
appropriation came up for the first time, they re- 
sembled nothing so much as’ Brutus and his band 
of conspirators. Knives flashed everywhere, and 
the presidential recommendation was ‘hacked and 
mangled almost beyond recognition. 

Of course, it was all nice clean fun. The august 
Senate, it was well understood; would restore at 
least the worst of the cuts, and then its version of 
the bill could be ‘quietly passed by Representatives 
who had meanwhile made full use of their franking 
privilege to send copies of economy speeches to their 
constituents. And the plan worked like a charm. 

Now, however, a new morality is rampant in the 
House. The Representatives are above such low 
tactics. They are lavish—and no bones about it. 
Can it be because, under the other plan, the Senate 
was getting the admiration and the gratitude that 
we all extend to a generous heart? 

Well, whatever the answer, the Representatives al- 
most any day now will sight that debt limit that 
scared the President. 
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At the rate he’s traveling, Tom Dewey will present- 
ly crash head-on into the Jackson administration, - 
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THE WAR PROPAGANDA INVESTIGATION. 

The resolution of Senator Clark of Missouri to 
investigate foreign war propaganda did not have 
unanimous support in the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee, after all. Senator Pepper of Flor- 
ida, who was absent when the committee voted, 
now says that he thinks that a congressional in- 
quiry is unnecessary. 

Mr. Pepper believes that the people of the Unit- 
ed States are sufficiently intelligent to distinguish 
between truth and propaganda. But in the same 
breath almost, he goes on to say that “if somebody 
said that the welfare of the United States was tied 
up with the Allies winning the war, I’d say that 
was a fact, but somebody who didn’t like the Allies 
would say that it was propaganda.” 

The Senator from Florida himself makes the 
case for the Clark resolution, although he obvious- 
ly did not intend to do so, What is propaganda 
and what is truth in wartime? That is a question 
for an all-seeing Solomon, continuously on the 


citizen. Recent studies of foreign propaganda iu 
the United States from 1914 to 1917 show that Amer- 
icans were none too critical in what they accepted 
as true. 

Senator Pepper is, of course, right in his belief 
that the people of the United States want to see the 
Allies win. But he is wrong if he thinks that Amer- 
icans do not want to use every protection against be- 
ing drawn into another world war. The Clark resolu- 
tion proposes official and continuous vigilance and 
publicity for the facts surrounding foreign statements 
and appeals in this country. Such watchfulness, if it 
limited itself to informing the public, and did not 
attempt to tell the public what to believe, would 
be a steadying influence in the anxious months 
which lie ahead. 
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Those haughty, baronial Congressmen, opposed to 
the Hull commercial treaties, don’t want Uncle 
Sam to soil his hands with trade. 
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THE ANTI-ALL NIGHT PARKING BILL. 

‘What is wrong with the proposed ordinance to 
prohibit parking of automobiles on St. Louis streets 
from 2 to 4 a. m. is obvious on its face. It would 
work a serious hardship, not to say an economic op- 
pression, on a great many persons of small income. 

Proponents of the ordinance said at the hearing 
held by the Traffic Committee of the Board of 
Aldermen that anyone who can afford a car “can 
afford a garage.” This unfortunately is not true. 
There are many marginal] workers, who must have 
cars in their work, who would be hard put to raise. 
several dollars more a month for a garage. To them 
fan automobile is no more of a luxury than the 
box of tools a carpenter uses in his work. If they 
had‘ garages on the piemises on which they live, 
they would net leave their cars on the streets: hav- 
ing no garages, and unable to hire garage space with- 
out hardshin and inconvenience, they do the natural 

thing of parking their cars at their front doors. ° 

Arguments for the proposed ordinance do not 


stand much of an inspection. The city is broken | ,.. 


into sections for street cleaning; streets which can- 
not be cleaned at one time can be cleaned at another. 
As for dilapidated cars with old license plates, no 
all-night parking ban is needed to check up on them. 
The deadline for 1940 licenses has passed. Police 
have al] the law they need to require current plates. 

Streets and Sewers Director McDevitt says that 
no garage owner has approached him in behalf of 
the bill. Yet one of those who spoke in favor of 
it was the manager of a West End garage. Whom 
does the Board of Aldermen represent—rank and 
file citizens or garage owners? This would be one 
more tax on the strained pocketbooks of “the little 
people,” as Virginia Dematteis called them in a 
recent letter to the Post-Digpatch,

How Many Unemployed?

| WASHINGTON. 

FTER the returns from next month’s 
Aw census are tabulated, there may be 

some new light on a dispute now raging 
in Washington: How many are unemployed 
in the United States? For while the data 
td be obtained on unemployment will by no 
means be complete, they will serve, as the 
1930 census has done up to now, as the 
groundwork on which the best estimates 
can be made. 

The argument now is whether Government 
economists and statisticians and most others, 
including representatives of organized labor,,. 
have correctly placed present unemployment 
at between 9,000,000 and 11,000,000. Some pri- 
vate estimators, using various Government 
figures as their base, have recently conclud- 
ed that the maximum of employable unem- 
ployed at the end of last December was 
4,000,000 (counting those on WPA), that the 
true figure was possibly 3,000,000, and that 
if 2,000,000 private jobs were provided, un- 
employment would be about even with that 
at the end of 1929. 

Such a wide disparity in estimates is pos- 
sible because of the complexity of the task 
of judging unemployment. There has been 
no agreement on what constitutes the na- 
tion’s ldbor force or, by reverse definition, 
what constitutes the unemployed. 

Some men and women are always part. of 
the labor force, but others are not. At one 
time of the year, a boy or girl at the age 
of 15 or 16 may be part of the labor force, 
used, let us say, to move crops. For the 
rest of the year, should this boy or gir) be 
classed as unemployed? _ 

How classify unpaid agricultural workers 
who take jobs in cities when they are avail- 
able and then drift back to their farm homes 
during the layoff periods? 

Some persons are “forced entrants” into 
the labor market, taking jobs only when 
other members of their family are unem- 
ployed. Is a housewife who would take a 
job because her husband is idle unem- 
ployed? 

Questions ‘like’ these indicate the extent 
of disagreement among estimators. All cal- 


culators go back. to the decennial census as.

By subtracting the number of em- 
ployed workers from the estimated number 
available for employment, the volume of 
unemployment for a given date is deter- 
mined, 

Although the agencies which make unem- 
ployment estimates use the 1930 census «.n- 
employment count of 3,187,647 as a founda- 
tion figure, they do not accept it without 
qualification. Variations arise in the classes 
recognized as unemployed, in the methods 
of computing employment figures, of esti- 
mating additions to the labor supply and of 
computing agricultural employment. 

In computing its annual average figures, 
the American Federation of Labor began by 
revising the census count of jobless upward 
600,000 to include additional persons whom it 


f UNEMPLOYMENT 
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classed as unemployed. Furthermore, the 
AFL counts only half the number of persons 
in Class E as unemployed and omits Classes 
Cand G. In handling figures on emergency 
workers, it considers as unemployed for any 
given year those enrolled in the CCC, the 
CWA, FERA, WPA, NYA and PWA. The 
federation estimate of unemployment for 
1939 was 10,100,000. 

The National Industrial Conference Board, 
however, maintains that only those in 
Classes A and B are unemployed and, among 
the emergency workers, only those on CCC, 
WPA and NYA rolls, Its estimate for 1939 
was 9,429,000. 

Robert Nathan, Department of Commerce 
economist, who makes unofficial computa- 
tions which circulate ong Government 
agencies, revised the 1930 cengus figures 
upward ‘by 1,000,000, He included, with the 
other classes listed, those in D and F who 
were idle more than two weeks, and also 
those enrolled in the CCC, CWA, FERA, 
WPA and NYA, but not PWA,. His total for 
last year came to 9,835,000, 

Private ‘economists who criticise these fig- 
ures reach their own 4,000,000 total of max- 
imum unemployment by other routes. 

The 1940 census is expected to provide an

“MASTER BUILDER” 


Eva Le Gallienne and Com- 
pany to Complete Week 
With Symbolic Drama.

FPTER .appearing for three 
nights and a matinee in “Hedda 

bler,” Eva Le Gallienne re- 
staked her claim to the plays of 
Henrik Ibsen last night at the 


tion of the rarely staged and 
theatrically unknown “Master 
Builder.” 

This drama, which will be Miss 
Le Gallienne’s vehicle through Sat- 
urday night, is more of a play 
than its predecessor for general en- 
tertainment purposes, if not for the 
star. Although it contains no such 
character study as that of the 
hateful Hedda, it stimulates more 
thought and becomes more fasci- 
nating ag it goes along. 

In the story of the Master Build- 
er, Halvard Solness, who has be- 
come prosperous and famous 
through the familiar means of 
sacrificing others, there are all 
kinds of reflections on life. To the 
two main themes—the one of self- 
ish individualism, the other of the 
conflict between age. and youth— 
are added the reasoning back on 
the chance happenings of one’s life 
and their meaning, the attempt to 
identify one’s own purposes with 
those of the creator. 

“The Master Builder” must be 
discussed on such a mental basis 
for it is perhaps the most profound 
of Ibsen’s plays. It has a thou- 
sand disquieting symbolisms and 
except for these is as void of dra- 
ma as passing out theater pro- 
grams. Except for Solness falling 
off a tower and killing himself, 
nothing happens, and this mishap 
comes at the end of the play, off- 
stage. 

Miss Le Gallienne, as might be 
expected, plays Hilda Wangel, the 
youthful sprite who starts Solness 
to confessing about his career, his 
ideals, his problems and his affec- 
tions. Dressed like a lumber jack, 
the star has several gestures of 
girlish exuberance but patently 
cannot, after her years in the thea- 
ter, give the impression of radiant 
young womanhood, however secure 
may be her understanding of the 
role. ‘ 

The affair between Solness and 
Hilda, incidentally reflects an in- 
nocent acquaintance of Ibsen, then 
61 years old, with a girl of 18 and 
much of the reasoning and sym- 
bolism in the play may be traced 
directly to the dramatist’s own ca- 
reer. 

Earle Larimore, who was the 
comparatively dull Eilert Lovberg 
in “Hedda Gabler,” gives a stand- 
ard perforuiance as Solness. Ma-

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DR. MORRELL, 89, DIES: 
IN PRACTICE 60 YEARS 


Diagnostician for City Health 
Division Since 1911—-Came 
to St. Lous in 1865. 


Dr. Michael P. Morrell, a prac- 
ticing physician in St. Louis for 
60 years and a diagnostician for 
the city’ Health Division since 1911, 
died of uremic poisoning Wednes- 
day at City Hospital, after an ill- 
ness of two weeks. He had been 
in poor health since the death of 
his wife last November. He was 
89 years old. 

Born in Greenville, Miss., Dr. 
Morrell first came to St. Louis in 
1865 as a student at St. Louis Uni- 
versity. He studied medicine at 
the University of Virginia, was 
graduated in 1873, and spent the 
next-six years traveling in Europe 
and studying at medical schools 
and hospitals in London, Paris, 
Vienna and Berlin, 

Returning to St. Louis in 1880, 
he entered general practice in the 
office of Dr. Timothy L. Papin, 
noted obstetrician. Several years 
later they moved their offices from 
the downtown district to 319 North 
Grand boulevard, being among the 
first physicians to start practice 
in that vicinity. 

His employment by the city be- 
gan in the administration of Mayor 
Frederick H. Kreismann and he 
served through the succeeding ad- 
ministrations of Mayors Henry W. 
Kiel, Victor J. Miller and Bernard 
F. Dickmann until his illness. His 
principal activity was in the com- 
municable disease section, being in 
charge of vaccination and other 
health work in the parochial 
schools. 

Surviving are a daughter, Mrs. 
Helenice Wright of Los Angeles, 
and a sister, Mrs. M.C. Parker of 
Tacoma, Wash. His first wife, the 
former Miss Carolyn Louise Shelp, 
whom he married in 1893, died in 
1914. Funeral services will be held 
at 2 o’clock tomorrow afternoon at 
the Lupton mortuary, 7233 Delmar 
boulevard, University City, with 
burial in Sunset Burial Park.

day announced he would bea can- 
didate for the Republican nomina- 
tion for United States Senator from 
Missouri at the prunary election 
next Aug. 6. 

Peters’ announcement, . made 
through George J. Diepenbrock 5r., 
5123 Maffitt avenue, added that 
Peters would shortly make public a 
platform. 

As executive secretary of the Cit- 
izens’ Non-Partisan Committee, 
Peters directed his committee’s 
fight against the riverfront im- 
provement, for which St. Louis 
voters approved a $7,500,000 bond 
issue at an election Sept. 10, 1935. 
Peters’ evidence of fraudulent reg- 
istration in several preciacts was 
verified,, and later greatly ex- 
tended, by Post-Dispatch report- 
ers, who found that vacant store- 
rooms and lofts had been peopled 
with phantom voters and that at 
other places, actually: occupied, it 
would have been impossible to 
house the number of persons reg- 
istered. 

Peters appeared before the grand 
jury, which opened an investiga- 
tion of the vote frauds in July, 
1936.. The investigation struck a 
snag when Circuit Judge Frank C. 
O’Malley refused to issue a subpena 
so that a subsequent grand jury 
might examine ballots. The mat- 
ter went to the State Supreme 
Court, which knocked out the in- 
vestigation by ruling that the bal- 
lots used in the bond issue election 
should have been destroyed a year 
after they were cast, and were “le- 
gally non-existent.”

OBSTETRIGIAN DECRES 
MATERNAL DEATH RATE 


Tells Inter-Racial Conference 
142,000 Mothers Die Need- 
lessly Every Year in U. S. 


The American woman is “a care- 
fully nurtured hothouse flower,” 
asserted Dr. C. Leon Wilson, Chi- 
cago obstetrician and one of four 
Negro specialists from other cities 
who took part in an interracial 


mass meeting last night at Central 
Baptist Church, 2842 Washington 
boulevard. 

“The woman of the soil has little 
@ifficulty in childbirth,” said Dr. 
Wilson, but that fact alone, he 
emphasized, cannot account for the 
position of this country—now four- 
teenth among civilized nations—in 
the fight against maternal deaths. 
More important factors, he said, 
are indifference of the public, ig- 
morance of the urgent need of pro- 
fessional care for the expectant 
mother, and the indifference of 
certain physicians who are content 
“as long as they keep the family 
on their client list.” 

12,000 Deaths Yearly. 

Every year, largely because of 
these factors, said Dr. Wilson, 12,- 
000 American women die in child- 
birth, chiefly of infection, hemor- 
rhage, abortion and toxemia. Near- 
ly all of these 12,000 deaths can 
be prevented by early and compe- 
tent care, he asserted. 

Growing concern among laymen 
as well as among physicians and 
public health authorities has had 
a large share in making the ma- 
ternal death rate here lower than 
ever before, Health Commissioner 
Joseph F. Bredeck said. More 
strikingly, he said, interracial co- 
operation in the diphtheria preven- 
tion program had led to a record 
of no deaths of St. Louis Negroes 
of this disease since 1936. Despite 
great steps in control, he _ said, 
pneumonia, tuberculosis and syphi- 
lis still cause 92.5 per cent of all 
deaths from infectious diseases in 
St Louis. 

Greatest Problem Is Housing. 

In this part of the country, said 

Dr. Walter Maddux of the United 

States Children’s Bureau, housing 

is “probably the greatest problem 

in the life of expectant mothers and 
young children. He said the great- 
est immediate needs are better 
housing, more education in health 
and child care and better diet. 

The nation-wide campaign against 
syphilis has given new opportunity 
to venereal disease quacks, “the 
politicians of medicine,” warned Dr. 

T. K. Lawless of Northwestern Uni- 

versity. For control he advocated 

greater attention to syphilis in med- 
ical education, greater opportunity 
for review as at the Medical Insti- 
tute for Physicians, ending today at 

Homer G. Phillips Hospital, and 
public warnings through newspa- 
pers and other mediums of the dan- 
ger of trusting syphilis treatment 
to a quack.

Square Garden tonight. 

What chance has Paychek to 
accomplish the feat? Practically 
mone, to judge by lay and expert 
epinion heard here. The odds are 
heavily against him and no bet- 
ting. The partly bald-headed chal- 
lenger made a dismal impression 
in his earlier training appearances 
and has not erased that poor opin- 


ion by subsequent improvement.

ter; a fighter without heavy caliber 
punching weapons, hands that are

ae word is out that Joe Louis, 
angered at having been baffled by 
Arturo Godoy for 15 rounds, is de- 
termined to punch Paychek to 
the floor as quickly as possible. 
To make the situation seem still 
worse, the Des Moines challenger 
will be conceding alsot 13 pounds 
pounds weight to the champion and 
also better physical equipment in 
ether particulars. 
Morale Built Up. 

It is told here that Johnny’s men- 
tai attitude toward the bout was 
very jittery at first. But, with 
Benny Leonard as his adviser, Pay- 
chek’s morale has been built up 
to a point where he now is predict- 
ing victory and even 4 knockout 
for himself. 

Paychek’s background is rather 
unusual. He began by winning a 
Golden Gloves title as an amateur. 
That was in 1933 when he defeated 
Steve Dudas first and then flat- 
tened Pat Mulligan in the Interna- 
tional Golden Gloves final. 

He turned professional in 1934 

- and had 17 fights, winning 14, los- 
ing two and getting one draw. Ten 
of these victories wére knockouts. 

Hurting his hand in a fight at 


Washington, he retired from box- 


ing and was out of the ring for 
two years. In Des Moines, he ob- 
tained a job as bell hop and it was 
there that Harold Steinman and 
Pinkie George induced him to re 
turn to boxing. 

Paychek, under their guidance, 
built up an amazing record. He 
fought 33 fights and of this number 
he knocked out 23. Only one man 
beat him, and that was really a no- 
decision affair in which the news- 
papers of Des Moines rendered a 
divided verdict. In a return en- 
gagement, Paychek won easily. 

Only a Few Well Known. 

However, none.of his opponents 
was from the upper bracket and 
only a few had well known names, 
such as King Levinsky, Charley 
Belanger, Sal Ruggirello, Al Et- 
tore, Charley Massera, Unknown 
Winston, Charles Vinciquerra and 
that kind. 

The fact that he was able to flat- 
ten these men indicates to many 
that Paychek’s punch is not to be 
overlooked and he himself told this 
writer that everybody has been 
making a mistake in presuming 
that his punching power was below 
par. “I hurt my hand once and I 
use that right very carefully since 
then,” he said. “But I use it in the 
right spots. It can hurt Louis as 
well as it has others.” 

Paychek is quite a personable 
young fellow, (he'll be 26 in June), 
who did not seem in the least over- 
awed by the reputation of Louis as 
a powerhouse puncher. It is evi- 
dent from his conversation that he 
does not intend to make the mis- 
take Bob Pastor made in the first 
round of his second Louis fight. 
Paychek will force Louis to come to 
him and try to keep him off bal- 
ance, or he (Paychek) will get in 
close to render the champion’s 
blows less effective. 

Has an Educated Left. 

Johnny is credited with a highly 
educated left hand—and that’s al- 
ways hard to beat. Tommy Farr 
proved that by staying 15 rounds 
with Louis in the champion’s first 
defense of his title.

But all the same there 
is a hunted look in his eye, and in 
the background the Grecian chorus 
of voices is growing louder, chant- 
ing a refrain that sounds strangely 
like, “The jitterbug is on the wane,” 
and, occasionally a_ lusty-voiced, 
“Throw ‘im out.”

Then 
we look back and wonder why we 
worried so. Better to banish fear 
and face issues squarely, and pre- 
serve our energies, than to allow 
fear to sap our strength and make 
us old before our time. 


You can teach yourself how to 
relax just as you teach yourself 
to sew, or read, or swim. You 
“will” yourself to lie down and 
rest. Rest, you reason, is just as 
important to my welfare and to 
those I love, as food. I can do 
just so much, you also reason, 
and then I must give my body 
time to make new strength. It is 
not physically possible for me to 
do any more until my body is 
rested.

You splashed about with 
your arms but your feet would not 
leave the ground, You tried again, 
Your feet left the ground for just 
a few seconds and you felt your- 
self supported by the water for 
those few seconds. You tried 
again.

You stayed up longer than before.

after a few more attempts you 
took your very first strokes and 
swam a few feet. The rest was 
easy. 

Learn to relax by 
stages. Murmur when you lie 
down, “I want to rest,” Stay 
there whether you sleep or not. 
The next time you lie down to rest 
you will be more willing to close 
your eyes. If you do this daily 
the day will come when you will 
fall asleep as soon as you lie 
down. Then you have taken your 
first successful step towards relax- 
ation, Sleep as often and as long 
as you can. 

When your body has learned to 
relax, get busy with your mind. 
Don’t let it borrow trouble. Dis- 
cipline it. When you catch your- 
self frowning and drawing away 
from the present into a dark 
world of worry — abruptly bring 
your thoughts back and do some- 
thing on which you must concen- 
trate.
